THE LIAO RIVER BOARD 
ABOLISHED 


Manchoukuo to Carry on the 
Work 


‘The original Liao River Conser- 
vaney Board has’ been abolished. by 
the Manchoukuo regime, which will 
continue the work as a Government 
fctivity, taking over all assets and 
Hiabilitiés, it was announced on Fri- 
day. ‘The foreign staff will be re- 
placed by Japanese. It is proposed 
to finish work which has been delay- 
‘ed because of lack of funds. 

Schemes for the conservancy of| 
the river were first discussed in 
1007, Arrangements were made in 
July, 1911, for the improvement of 
the ‘Liao ‘Bar, but the agreement 
never was ratified and conservancy 
work in the lower river was not 
begun," A’ new agreement was 
‘arranged in 1914, work being started 
in'May, 1916, fn 1919, it was de- 
cided to divide the work into upper 
Jand lower sections. 

‘The agreement made in 1914 in- 
[volved the. Manchurian Government 
and the Consular Body, andthe 
Board was composed of the Con- 
sular representatives | of _ Great 
Britain, the United States, France, 
Germany, Japan, and Norway, off 
cials of ‘the foreign and Chinese 
Chambers of Commerce, and. the 
Superintendent and  Commiesioner 
of Customs. 

‘The ‘work during the last nineteen 
years has consisted of improving 
the upper estuary of some ninety 
miles by means of bank protection, 
diversion ‘canals, locks and weirs, 
fand general ‘control of ‘river ‘con 
ditions, and the lower river by pro- 
tection’ ‘works, dykes, dams, ‘and

Millers’ Request for Exemption 
Rejected by Government 


The request made by local Chinese 
flour’ mill owners for exemption 
from the import duties on shipments 
lof wheat ordered by them from 
America and Australia before the 
imposition of the new Customs duty 
has been rejected. by the ‘Central 
Government.

HEALTH REPORT FOR 
NOVEMBER 


The Acting Commissioner 
Public Health reports: 


of 


‘The most prominent disease dur- 
ing the past month was 
ind the warning issued 
concerning the probable increase in 
its prevalence was fully justified 
Apart from this, however, there ha 
been a goneral decline in notifiable 
disease which has in some degree 
contributed to low mortality rates 
throughout the entire community. 
Although the general state of the 
public health has been satistacto 
fs 








‘ments indicates the need for im- 
‘provement in health education, more 
particularly in the value of prophy- 
Inetie measures which certain 
sections of the community persist 
in ignoring. Tt is opportune here 
to direct publie attention to the need 
for re-vaccination against, smallpox. 
Vital Statistics. — The foreign 
death-rate was 9.66 per mille (8.48 
in October), slightly higher than 
last _month,’ but nevertheless 5.12 
per mille less than tho average for 
‘November during the past five years. 

Among the Chinese community a 
death-rate of 10.56 per mille shows 
& decided decrease over last month. 
\4.80) and a decline of 2.72 per 
mille on the quinquennial average 
{for the month. The decrease is due 
mainly to a notable reduction in the 
number of dumped bodies, 

Tuberculosis, typhoid, dysentery 
and diphtheria’ were the chief causes 
of death from the major communie- 
able diseases. The fact that five 
‘deaths from smallpox were recorded 
against one in October is in itself 
sufficient warning, and no time 
should be lost in securing effective 
‘vaccination. i 

The number of resident foreign 
Dirths registered has been very 
much higher than October, there 
being 92 against 55. 

Communicable Diseases.—So far 
smallpox continues to occur in 








‘sporadic form; there were seven 
‘eases in all, five of which were 
‘Chinese. 





Diphtheria of type is in- 
creasing amongst foreigners, though 
no deaths have been recorded. 
‘Among the Chinese community there 
‘were nine deaths, mostly attribu- 
table to neglect oF delay in removal 
to hospital.

HIS straightforward narrative of first impressi

Some Provincial and Local Characteristics; How 
Chinese See Themselves 


‘The Chinese have the reputation 
of being excellent, judges of charac- 
sr, and while this may be open to 
ispute, they are without doubt un- 
rivalled in picking out the character- 
Isties or eccentricities of a person, 
‘and expressing such in exceedingly 
apt words or phrases, 
‘well remember in the days of the 
Chinese Labour Corps in France a 
particularly dour Scotchman was 
called la kuei pier or the siren, as 
he reminded his men of the mournful 
notes which warned them of the ap- 
roach of enemy aircraft. 

Few, if any, foreigners resident 
in China escape the observant eyes 
of their Chinese associates, and £¢ 
{o receive some nickname ‘or 50 
4quet by which they are generally re- 
erred to, except, of course, in their 
august presence. The purpose at pre- 
sent, however, is not to discuss the 
forelener as aten by the Eastern
